For fans who only want to win, the 
season just past will have to go down 
as a failure but for fans who can see 
beyond the record, the season was 
much better than that. Anytime you 
.have that many young players doing 
so many things right and putting 
together as much offense as they did 
'during the season you have to give 
them credit for a much better season 
than their record would indicate. 
And local fans who like to watch 
good teams play had a rare op­ 
portunity this season as the Pipers 
played four district champions, 
Childress, Coahoma, Jacksboro and 
Stamford. They also played three of 
the top ten AA teams in the state, 
according to last week’s poll. They 
were Jacksboro, Coahoma and 
Stamford. 
In closing out this football season I 
would like to give a special thanks to 
coaches 
Deane 
Wright, 
Gary 
Williams and Dick Rogers for their 
hard 
work, 
patience 
and 
un­ 
derstanding during this past season 
when they had so few experienced 
boys with which to build a team. 
I would also like to congratulate the 
Junior Varsity boys and their coach, 
Bobby King, for a fine undefeated 
season. 
Congratulations are also in order 
for the Junior High teams, the eighth 
grade, coached by Travis Sursa, and 
the seventh grade, coached by Dan 
Newberry. The eighth grade was 
edged out of district honors by Albany 
but had a tremendous season and the 
seventh grade got off to a slow start 
but finished looking strong. 
All in all it is hard to see anything 
but good in the future for Hamlin’s 
football. 
This is true if the boys will start 
right now to work towards a winning 
season next year. They have to 
realize that you can not win at football 
by just working during the IO or 12 
weeks of the season, but must work 
the year round.

Solve Two Big Mail Payroll Units 


Elsewhere in this issue of the 
Herald is a story outlining the 
Christmas promotional program 
being planned by the Hamlin mer­ 
chants. This is a project of the Retail 
Trade Committee of the BCD and is 
the best program that the local 
merchants have come up with in 
years. 
Since this seems to be a column of 


Ves L. Townley of Honolulu, 
Hi., son of Mr. and Mrs. Everett 
Townley of Hamlin, became 
involved in the apparent 
solution of two recent mail 
payroll thefts involving $171,000 
and the arrests of five men. 
Townley is a U. S. Postal In­ 
spector stationed in Honolulu. 
The story, as written by Mike 
Keller, staff writer for the 
Honolulu Advertiser, cites good 
detective work, crack shooting 
and a strange coincidence of 
events as leading to the solution 
of the two thefts. 
According to the story, the 
solving of the $71,000 mail theft 
led to the solution of the $100,000 
mail theft. But this was not 
because they were connected 
but apparently because of 
newspaper stories saying the 
wrong case was solved. 
Apparently the confusion 
resulted because there were two 
mail thefts rather than just one. 
One was in Honolulu and the 
other was in Guam, but they 
both involved payrolls being 
•hipped by mail pouch, both 


involved Pan Am planes, and 
both involved plans flying from 
San Francisco to Guam via 
Honolulu. 
Townley and his partner, 
investigator Akira Murakami, 
were both assigned to the July 
21 theft in Honolulu, but were 
sent to Guam Sept. 15 to help 
solve the second mail theft 
there 
They 
narrowed 
the 
in­ 
vestigation down to Garrido, a 
38-year-old parole violator, and 
caught up with him a couple of 
nights later near Guam’s 
’’boonies" (jungle). He was 
riding in a new Volkswagen 
with stolen license plates. 
Garrido and an accomplice 
managed to evade the in­ 
vestigators by driving into the 
thick jungle growth. The in­ 
vestigators staked out the area 
all night and finally spotted the 
Volkswagen leaving the jungle 
about an hour before daylight. 
A high-speed chase followed, 
but Murakami narrowed the 
gap between the vehicles to 
about three car lengths.

Holiday Jobs Build Social Security 
Protection for Students, Housewives 


A 
million 
people—stu­ 
dent*, housewives, and oth­ 
ers—will work in holiday 
jobs in department stores 
and elsewhere to earn some 
extra yuletide money this 
season. Most of them will 
also be building up their 
protection under social se­ 
curity, according to social 
security officials here. 
“If your holiday job is 
covered by social security— 
and most jobs are—you'll 
get social security for 3 
months' work if you earn 
$50 or more in the October- 
December period," a social 
security 
spokesman 
said. 
“This is true even though 
all your earnings come in 
December." 
Work credits build eligi­ 
bility for social security dis­ 


ability, survivors, and re­ 
tirement benefits and for 
Medicare coverage at 65, he 
explained. 
"Credits earned in holi­ 
day jobs can be particularly 
important to young peo­ 
ple," the spokesman said. 
"For example, a young per­ 
son who becomes disabled 
may need credit for as little 
as lVa years of work under 
social security to be eligible 
for monthly checks. Credit 
for 8 months of work be­ 
cause of a holiday job can 
be a big help." 


Social security now pays 
$279 million a month to al­ 
most 2.8 million disabled 
workers and their families. 
Work credit also builds 
eligibility for monthly bene­ 


fits for the families of young 
workers who die prema­ 
turely. Social security pays 
$672 million a month in sur­ 
vivors benefits to almost 6.6 
million children, 
widows, 
and other survivors of de­ 
ceased workers, the spokes­ 
man said. 
Holiday workers should 
have a social security card, 
he noted. "Be sure you show 
your card to your employer 
so your earnings can be 
credited to your social se­ 
curity number," he said. 
"For more information, 
call or visit any social se­ 
curity office," the spokes­ 
man said.

AUSTIN — Hearings of major 
interest to insurance policy 
holders are scheduled here 
December 8. 
The State Board of Insurance 
slated for that date public airing 
of new regulations to prevent 
insurance companies from 
arbitrarily cancelling coverage 
and a proposal to lower auto 
policy rates through “shock- 
absorbing” bumpers. 
Allstate Insurance Company 
of Illinois recommends a IO 
percent premium discount for 
new cars equipped with the 
tough bumpers beginning next 
year. Rates would be reduced to 
15 percent if cars can by 
demonstration take a five- 
miles-per-hour front-end crash 
and a two-and-a-half-miles-per- 
hour rear end wallop. Rates 
would drop 20 percent if the 
bumpers can absorb a five- 
miles-per-hour blow fore and 
aft. 
New federal regulations call 
for the shock-absorb bumpers 
with five mph (front) and two- 
and-a-half mph (rear) capacity 
by 1973 models. 
Proposed regulations would 
prohibit cancellation of hazard 
and liability insurance which 
has been in effect OO days or 
more unless holders fail to pay 
premiums or lose a driver’s 
license (auto coverage). 
Under the rules to be 
examined 
at 
the 
early 
December hearing, companies 
would have to give at least 30 
days’ written notice if they do 
not intend to renew a policy at 
the end of a year. Unless the 
notice is given, renewal would 
be required for another year. 
Firms which violate the rules 
could lose their licenses to 
operate in Texas. 
The 
latter 
regulations 
resulted 
from 
special 
legislation passed this year 
following repeated complaints 
of motorists who claimed 
policies were cancelled without 
notice. 
A hearing was scheduled 
earlier for December 7 to 
consider all aspects of problems 
in 
operating 
the 
new 
catastrophe property insurance 
pool in 14 coastal counties. 
PAY RAISES ORDERED — 
The state proposed to begin the 
last half of this month granting 
state employees and school 
teachers pay raises approved 
by the Legislature unless 
stopped by the Federal Pay 
Board. 
Governor Smith said an 
application has been sent to the 
Pay Board requesting per­ 
mission to make retroactive 
raise payments to September I 
when the new state budget took 
effect. 
The Pay Board set a 5.5 
percent 
salary 
increase 
guidepost on expiration of the 
wage-price 
freeze. 
The 
Leg stature approved a 6.6 
percent pay raise for state 
employees. Texas was the only 
state government in the country 
blocked by the freeze from 
employee pay raises this year. 
Hikes in other states took effect 
before the president’s order. 
AG OPINIONS - “Surge” 
brakes for small trailers (such 
as those used in hauling boats) 
will meet the new requirement 
of central braking systems for 
trailers, Attorney General 
Martin held. 
In other recent opinions, 
Martin concluded: 
Counties are responsible for 
damages inflicted by reserve 
deputy sheriffs or constables to 
persons or peoperty, but they 
are not liable for injuries to the 
reserve officers. 
A local option election to 
legalize liquor sale cannot be 
conducted in a new Randall 
County precinct because it has 
not been in existence 18 months. 
The State Comptroller must 
transfer to the Texas Vending 
Commission all records and 
memoranda needed in en­ 
forcing coin-machine license 
fee requirements. 
Counties are not authorized to 
contract with cities for the 
municipal 
assessor- 
coll cjor to assess all property 
for Tax purposes, but can 
contract for appraisal or 
assessment recommendations 
that do not abrogate the county 
tax assessor-collector'a con­ 
stitutional duties 
School districts may purchase 
liability insurance for em­ 
ployees who are exposed to 
individual liability in their 
duties, but may not buy policies 
protecting others against tort 
claims for bodily injury and 
property damage. 


No certificate of authority can 
be issued to an automobile club 
whose services constitute an 
insurance business.

But in recent years, the size 
(sometimes even the color) of 
the print in insurance policies 
has been widely regulated by 
statute. 
For example, a common re­ 
quirement in the field of health 
insurance is that the exceptions 
must be printed at least as plainly- 
as the benefits. Take this case: 
A man disabled by rheumatism 
tried to collect on an insurance 
policy that promised, in large 
lettering, to pay benefits for six 
months. But down in the fine 
print, the policy cut the payments 
to only one month for certain 
diseases — including rheumatism. 
Was the man bound by the 
one-month limitation? A court 
decided that he was not. Because 
of the substandard size of the 
print, said the court, that part of 
the policy simply had no legal 
effect. 
Even 
if the 
print 
is 
large 
enough, it 
will ordinarily not 
carry as much weight as language 
that is t \ rewritten or handwritten 
into the policy. 
Another case involved a life 
insurance policy in which the 
words “Double Indemnity For 
Fatal Accidents” had been in­ 
serted by typewriter. 
Later, double indemnity was 
held to be payable, even though 
there was conflicting language in 
the printed portion of the policy. 
The court said that words spe­ 
cially inserted were more likely 
to be correct than words buried 
in a standard form. 
Of course, anything that clari­ 
fies an insurance policy also puts 
a greater responsibility upon you 
as the policyholder, The clearer 
the policy, the less grounds you 
have for arguing that you did 
not understand what kind of pro­ 
tection you were getting. 
Accordingly, 
it makes good 
sense to examine a policy at the 
time you buy it, rather than wait­ 
ing until you have suffered a 
loss. Not even large print, not 
even a special notation, can tell 
you anything unless you read it.

Was 
everybody ashamed to hang his 
clothes out to dry where neigh­ 
bors could sneer at them? You 
mean every President before 


the last four was inaugurated 
with a dirty collar? 
Of course not. 
While the 
Surgeon General wrings his 
hands over having to choose 
between phosphate detergents 
and caustic detergents, why 
doesn’t somebody tell him how 
clothes used to be washed? 
The answer to the problem is 
homemade soap, made from 
hog fat. 
If the professional ecologists 
are on the ball they’ll come out 
with a campaign for a hog in 
everybody’s backyard and four 
washpots in every block. 
TTiis 
will 
solve 
the 
soap 
problem. 
Of course, it ll give rise to 
some other problems, par­ 
ticularly in the summer with a 
strong breeze wafting over the 
hog pen, but that’s not my 
problem. 
Nowadays, all people want is 
a solution to the immediate 
problem. The fact that the 
solution creates more problems 
than the problem is beside the 
point and offers a challenge for 
more solutions. The men who 
invented the atom bomb all won

Solve Two Big Mail Payroll Thefts 


Elsewhere in this issue of the 
Herald is a 
story outlining 
the 
Christmas promotional program 
being planned by the Hamlin 
mer­ 
chants. This is a project of the Retail 
Trade Committee of the BCD and is 
the best program that the local 
merchants have come up with in 
years. 
Since this seems to be a column of 


Ves L. Townley of Honolulu, 
Hi., son of Mr. and Mrs. Everett 
Townley of Hamlin, became 
involved 
in the 
apparent 
solution of two recent mail 
payroll thefts involving $171,000 
and the arrests of five men. 
Townley is a U. S. Postal In­ 
spector stationed in Honolulu. 
The story, as written by Mike 
Keller, staff writer for the 
Honolulu Advertiser, cites good 
detective work, crack shooting 
and a strange coincidence of 
events as leading to the solution 
of the two thefts. 
According to the story, the 
solving of the $71,000 mail theft 
led to the solution of the $100,000 
mail theft. But this was not 
because they were connected 
but apparently because of 
newspaper stories saying the 
wrong case was solved. 
Apparently the confusion 
resulted because there were two 
mail thefts rather than just one. 
One was in Honolulu and the 
other was in Guam, but they 
both involved payrolls being 
shipped by mail pouch, both 


involved Pan Am planes, and 
both involved plans flying from 
San Francisco to Guam via 
Honolulu. 
Townley and his partner, 
investigator Akira Murakami, 
were both assigned to the July 
21 theft in Honolulu, but were 
sent to Guam Sept. 15 to help 
solve the second mail theft 
there. 
They 
narrowed 
the 
in­ 
vestigation down to Garrido, a 
38-year-old parole violator, and 
caught up with him a couple of 
nights later near Guam’s 
“boonies” (jungle). He was 
riding in a new Volkswagen 
with stolen license plates. 
Garrido and an accomplice 
m anaged to evade the in­ 
vestigators by driving into the 
thick jungle growth. The in­ 
vestigators staked out the area 
all night and finally spotted the 
Volkswagen leaving the jungle 
about an hour before daylight. 
A high-speed chase followed, 
but Murakami narrowed the 
gap between the vehicles to 
about three car lengths.

AUSTIN — Hearings of major 
interest to insurance policy 
holders are scheduled here 
December 8. 
The State Board of Insurance 
slated for that date public airing 
of new regulations to prevent 
insurance companies from 
arbitrarily cancelling coverage 
and a proposal to lower auto 
policy rates through “shock- 
absorbing” bumpers. 
Allstate Insurance Company 
of Illinois recommends a IO 
percent premium discount for 
new cars equipped with the 
tough bumpers beginning next 
year. Rates would be reduced to 
15 percent if cars can by 
demonstration take a five- 
miles-per-hour front-end crash 
and a two-and-a-half-miles-per- 
hour rear end wallop. Rates 
would drop 20 percent if the 
bumpers can absorb a five- 
miles-per-hour blow fore and 
aft. 
New federal regulations call 
for the shock-absorb bumpers 
with five mph (front) and two- 
and-a-half mph (rear) capacity 
by 1973 models. 
Proposed regulations would 
prohibit cancellation of hazard 
and liability insurance which 
has been in effect 60 days or 
more unless holders fail to pay 
premiums or lose a driver’s 
license (auto coverage). 
Under 
the 
rules 
to 
be 
examined 
at 
the 
early 
December hearing, companies 
would have to give at least 30 
days’ written notice if they do 
not intend to renew a policy at 
the end of a year. Unless the 
notice is given, renewal would 
be required for another year. 
Firms which violate the rules 
could lose their licenses to 
operate in Texas. 
The

from 
special 
legislation passed this year 
following repeated complaints 
of motorists who claimed 
policies were cancelled without 
notice. 
A hearing was scheduled 
earlier for December 7 to 
consider all aspects of problems

pool in 14 coastal counties. 
PAY RAISES ORDERED — 
The state proposed to begin the 
last half of this month granting 
state employees and school 
teachers pay raises approved 
by the Legislature unless 
stopped by the Federal Pay 
Board. 
Governor Smith said an 
application has been sent to the 
Pay Board requesting per­ 
mission to make retroactive 
raise payments to September I 
when the new state budget took 
effect. 
The Pay Board set a 5.5 
percent

Leg stature approved a 6.8 
percent pay raise for state 
employees. Texas was the only 
state government in the country 
blocked by the freeze from 
employee pay raises this year. 
Hikes in other states took effect 
before the president’s order.

A m an disabled by rheumatism 
tried to collect on an insurance 
policy 
that 
promised, in large 
lettering, to pay benefits for six 
months. But down in the fine 
print, the policy cut the payments 
to only one month for certain 
diseases — including rheumatism. 
Was the man bound by the 
one-month limitation? A court 
decided that he was not. Because 
of the substandard size of the 
print, said the court, that part of 
the policy simply had no legal 
effect. 
F.ven 
if 
the 
print 
is 
large 
enough, 
it 
will ordinarily 
not 
carry as much weight as language 
that is typewritten or handwritten 
into the policy. 
Another case involved a life 
insurance policy in 
which the 
words 
“Double 
Indemnity 
For 
Fatal 
Accidents” had been in­ 
serted by typewriter. 
Later, double indemnity was 
held to be payable, even though 
there was conflicting language in 
the printed portion of the policy. 
The court said that words spe­ 
cially inserted were more likely 
to be correct than words buried 
in a standard form. 
Of course, anything that clari­ 
fies an insurance policy also puts 
a greater responsibility upon you 
as the policyholder. The clearer 
the policy, the less grounds you 
have for arguing that you did 
not understand what kind of pro­ 
tection you were getting. 
Accordingly, 
it 
makes 
good 
sense to examine a policy at the 
time you buy it, rather than wait­ 
ing until you have suffered a 
loss. N ot even large print, not 
even a special notation, can tell 
you anything unless you read it.
